MURDERER 
Found Guilty of 
Killing Schick 
Jury of 


Life Imprisonment for 
Convicted Man 


Verdict Returned in Three 
Hours; Defense Counsel 


Plan to Appeal 
DISPATCH) 
SAN DIEGO, March 31.—E@- 


ward Drew Clark was convicted 
by a jury tonight of the murder 
of George E. Schick, San Diego 
capitalist, who disappeared Febru- 
ary & 1923. 

The verdict was murder in the 
first degree with recommendation 
of life imprisonment as penalty. 
‘The jury reached its decision tn leas 
than three hours after it had been 
given the case by Superior Judge 
Ince. 

Following the reading of the 
verdict, Judge Ince set next 
Wednesday for sentence. At that 
time Attorney Arthur L. Dorn of 
evrnee! for Clark averred that he 
would fle motion for a new trial, 
fuu Was prepared to appeal to the 
State Supreme Court. 

Clark, who failed to take the 
stand in his own defense, took the 
verdict calmly. Immediately after it 
was read, and without saying a 
word even to his own attorneys, 
he walked from the courtroom to 
his cell. There he threw himself 
upon his bunk and buried his head 
in his arma. 


TRIAL SENSATIONAD 

The trial, which has been un- 
der way for more than two weeks, 
was sensational in the extreme. 
The State, who had no direct evi- 
dence bearing upon Schick's death, 
and who were handicapped by the 
fact that Schick's body has not yet 
been found, were forced to proceed 
wholly upon  circumstan evi- 
dence. 

They proved their cage in the 
minds of the jury on the following 
points: 

(1.) Testimony by Mre. Sara 
Margaret Schick, wife of the mias- 
ing man, of Clark's actions on the 
day of her husband's disappear- 
ance, of his production of her hus- 
band's keys and automobile to her, 
his subsequent love-making to her, 
resultant in the recent birth of « 


‘baby girl. She told, aleo. of fre- 


'qnent conversations in which Clark. 
predicted that her husband would 
never return to her, how he had 
helped forge documents to gain 
control of Schick's fortune and of 
how, once, he ver that “they 
never could arrest Him (Clark) for 
the murder because they couldn't 
find body.” 


STORY OF FIGHT 

(2.5) The story of Mra. R. L. 
Nichols and Mrs. Sara Gilchrist, 
witnesses first discovered by 
Times reporters, -of a battle in 
Clark's home on the evening 
Schick disappeared, and of @ smok- 
ing cauldron which smelled of 
burning bones which for three 
days flared on the canyon brim be- 
hind the house. : 

(3.) The story of John Hendryx, 
himself a convicted murderer, of 
a confession made by Clark to him 
while they were cellmates. In this 
confession Clark was said to have 
admitted strangling Schick, dis- 
membering the body, boiling and 
burning and reducing it by fire 
and lye. 

(4.) The testimony of a jewel- 
er of the presentation to him by 
Clark of Schick's ring and watch, 
with a request that they be re- 
modelled. 

This testimony Dist.-Atty. Ches- 
ter C. Kempley and his assistant, 
Cc. Guy Selleck, asserted was es- 
tablishment of the proof of death, 
or, In legal parlance, the “corpus 
delicti.”" The defense stoutly con- 
tended the contrary. Judge Luce 
ruled for the State. And it is 
upon this ruling that an appeal 
will be based. 


POINTS OF ATTACK 


Both Attorneys Archie L. Shreve 
and Arthur L. Dorn, the defense 
counsel, will aver in their pro- 
posed writ of error that not only 
was proof of death not established, 
but that the testimony ot Hen- 
dryx, as a convicted rderer, 
was not admissible as evidence in 
the trial. 

Because of these interesting 
points, the case has attracted the 
study of many of the best legal 
minds in the country. The verdict, 
if upheld, is said to establish «@ 
new precedent in California law; 
that a prosecutor need not have 
physical proof—known legally & 
prima-facie proof—of death to ob- 
tain a conviction. 

Arguments of the State and pros- 
ecution occupied the whole day to- 
day. The case was given to the 
jury at 6:09 p.m. Immediately 
afterward the jurors went to sup- 
per; they retired for deliberation 
at 7:30 p.m. and at 9 p.m. an- 
nounced that they had arrived at 


a verdict. 

Tn his to the jury 
Judge Luce had stressed that for 
@ conviction to occur it was nec- 
essary for the jury to be.convinced 
that the time and place of the ki!l- 
ing wes established by evidence. 
He also, in the course of a forty- 
minute talk, outlined the possible 
verdicts which could be returned.

Discusses Measures to Save 
Unborn Babies 


Denver Notable Tells of 
Colorado Plan 


Naw Interested in Law for 
Convicts’ Dependents 


Judge Ben Lindsey of Denver, 
nationally famous through his ju- 
venile court and his championship 
of boys and girls of Colorado, has 
broadened his interest in hu- 
manity to include bables. Not only 
has the Denver judge included 
babies tn his scope of activities but 
he has placed their interests above 
their more mature brothers and 
sisters, if the tenor of his conver- 
sation at the Biltmore last night 
may be taken as indicative. 

“For years I championed the’ 
cause of Denver boys because they | 
needed a champion,” explained 
Judge Lindsey. “Then I turned to 
the girls because they were more 
helpless tn ihelr modern age than | 
the boys. Now it is the babies, | 


the most helpless of all humanity. | 

“Every day in the United States 
&® million unborn babies are 
slaughtered. Denver's quota of 
this million ig something over 1000 
and it is highly probable that the 
quota of Los Angeles is several 
times this number. I have been 
before a grand jury in Denver be- 
cause I made this statement re- 
garding Denver and I know where- 
of I speak. 

“What are We doing to better 
the condition In my State? We are 
making progress not only because 
we have a State law which enables 
us to operate efficiently in this di- 
rection but also because we are 
operating efficiently. In and around 
Denver we have four havens used 
exclusively for the care of pros- 
pective mothers and their unborn 
babes. There is no record of the 
names of these prospective 
mothers although they are cared 
for By the State from the time 
their condition is made known to 
us until they are physically capa- 
ble of resuming business occupa- 
tions, and the babies go out into 
the world without the stigma of 
illegitimacy. 

“The State law, passed by our 
last Legisiature and operative 
since last summer, provides that 
the State shall care for the un- 
fortunate girls of this class and 
that their identities shall be kept 


secret. We have unquestionably 


saved scores of unborn babies by 
lifting the fear of scorn and the 
fear of poverty from the shoulders 
of the mothers. 

“The babies are adopted fast. 


The foster parents know nothing 


of their origin. 
“It is a work that the State of 


Colorado well may be proud of.” 


— Lindsey was instrumental] 
in the passage of the bill. 
His present visit to Los Angeles 


is in the interest of another bill 


for the betterment of humanity 
which Judge Lindsey hopes tp see 
become a law with the meet! of 
the next Legislature. This bill pro- 
vides for the employment of Colo- 


rado convicts In an industry which 


will permit the paying of a’ wage 


sufficient to care for‘the dependents 
of the convicts during the term of 
sentence. It includes an §11,000,- 


000 bond issue for the construction 
of a huge cement plant where the 


convicts will be employed.
